No American needs reminding that the 
17 years since World War II stand with the 
most turbulent in our peacetime history. 
You can get considerable bipartisan 
agreement that in that span this country’s 
government has made plenty of mistakes— 
backing poor foreign governments, misread­ 
ing Soviet and Red Chinese intentions. 
Naturally enough, partisanship shows it­ 
self strongly on the question where the 
blame for errors should fall.

Only one thing can be said of arguments 
like this. They ring hollow. In the nature 
of things, they are unprovable. No one can 
have the faintest idea what would have hap­ 
pened if a different path were followed.

LIBERALS VS. CONSERVATIVES 
Roger C. Dunn, who for a number of years has 
been surveying and analyzing the American elec­ 
torate, holds that: “‘No national party has cham­ 
pioned the traditional constitutional concept of 
American government for over twenty years.” Ile 
also holds that: "Under the gilded banners of 
•liberal’ ‘me-too’ and ‘modern,’ the American 
people have b**m led far into welfare-socialist 
state.” His view is that the conservatives have 
failed because they have, in effect, bjeen unable 
to state their caw, that is, the case for traditional 
Constitutional government. 
I fear that Dunn over-simplifies his problem, 
for to state it accurately and with some relation­ 
ship to the realities of the current situation, he 
must define how he would apply his concept of 
the American Constitutional government to the 
manufacture and cost of the rockets and the so­ 
cial consequences of unemployment. 
Tho climactic shift in the American view’ of 
KO\cit)merit occurred in 1929, hut it had been rn 
the making prior to that since the Civil War. 
Had William Jennings Bryan and the Populist

It was World War I which forced upon this 
country startling changes because it was essen­ 
tial if we went to war at a!!, for the government 
to expand its controls over the economy and the 
people. The war did not last long and many of 
the controls we-re swiftly liquidated, but the 
pattern of governmental expansion of power re­ 
mained. The control over the flow of money 
through the Federal Reserve System and the 
habit of subsidizing industry for proper perform­ 
ance of government contracts provided a pattern 
from which we have not moved far.

A very interesting Gazetteer 
and Business Directory of Ulster 
County, for the years 1871-2 was 
loaned to me by Attorney Mar­ 
tin Corneau of Woodstock. Co­ 
rnea u is the former U. S. Com­ 
missioner for this area. Captain 
Andrew Hickey (U25.N. retired) 
told me. 
The 1871-2 Gazetter was com­ 
piled and published by H ami I to*. 
Child, w hose office was at 23 and 
24 F. Washington Street, Syra­ 
cuse. 
One of the first advertisements 
I found here is that of John C. 
Brodhead, dealer in groceries, 
provuuonsi etc., on East Front 
Street, Kingston. Charles Lange 
Freer worked for him when he 
was 16 years old, and that would 
be around when this book was 
published. I like to read the ad­ 
vertisements and in this book 
there are many, aru! also the 
history 
of our localities and 
houses (rf worship. 
Frank McLaughlin was a fash­ 
ionable hair dresser on Division 
Street, now Broadway, in Ren­ 
don t 
He also did shaving, hair 
cutting and shampooing. Miss C. 
H. Snyder was a “dress and 
cloakmaker” and had her estab­ 
lishment on Abeel Street, awner 
Post Street in Handout. J. G. 
Corbin’s 
saloon 
and 
boarding 
house, was on Hasbrouck Avenue 
corner Meadow Street. Fisk and 
Larroway, were house carpenters 
and ship joiners on ‘‘Hasbrouck 
Avenue, head of Cross Street, 
south of Mill” of course in Ran­ 
dom. 
In the Ulster County write up 
the author tells about our blue 
stone which was used for flag­ 
stones. "Hundreds of men ire 


employed in the various quarries 
and in hauling the stone to Wil­ 
bur, the chief shipping point from 
where it is shipped to New York 
and other cities.” 
The Newark Lime and Cement 
Co is meritjonod h.s having ex­ 
tensive quarries and manufac­ 
tories at Rondout. The quarries 
were employing thousands of 
men in the county in the 1870’s. 
Esopus grit was also largely 
quarried at the time to be made 
into millstones They were said 
to exceed those imported from 
Europe at the cost of 80 English 
pounds a pair. The Esopus stones 
cost less than one fourth that 
sum. I understand, millstones are 
now used for decorative purposes 
in gardens. 
The county seat is described 
as Kingston, with the fine stone 
edifice Court 
House on Wall 
Street, the jail, also a stone 
building. The poor house at the 
time was a farm of some 140 
acres in the south part of New 
Paltz, and cost the taxpayers 
$12,000 a year to operate. 
They had a main building some 
120 feet by 25 feet, which they 


wrote was dean, neat and well 
ventilated. “Much of th** labor 
about the house is performed ny 
the inmates, the males finding 
agreeable work upon the farm 
, .

Electric Chair 


BELLEFONTE, Pa. 
(AP)-El- 
mo Lee Smith, outwardly calm 
and collected, died in the state’* 
electric chair at Bellefonte Mon­ 
day night for the 1959 rape-slaying 
of a Philadelphia schoolgirl. 
Smith, a 41-year-old handyman 
from 
Bridgeport, 
became 
the 
.'liOth criminal to be electrocuted 
in Pennsylvania since the electric 
eclair was established as a mode 
Of execution in 1915. 
Officials at the Rockview State 
Correctional Institution described 
Smith as “unusually cool and un­ 
emotional" both at the execution 
and during the day. 
He marched 
the short route 
from death row to the chair ac­ 
companied by the Rev. Kenneth 
Anderson, 
a 
Protestant 
prison 
chaplain who chanted the prayer: 
“Nearer My God to Thee.” 
Once in the chair, Smith even 
extended his arms voluntarily to 
be strapped Not once did he mur­ 
mur a word. Just before the end, 
he 
bowed his 
head 
in silent 
prayer. 
The Rev. Anderson .spent most 
of the day with Smith, chatting 
and reading passages from the 
Bible. The prisoner had no other 
visitors, nor did he write any 
letters. 
He 
was pronounced dead at 
9.04 
p.m., two year* and three 
months after the night in Decem­ 
ber, 1959, when the badly man­ 
gled 
body of little 
16-year-old 
Maryann Mitchell was found on a 
lonely road in Whitemarsh Tup., 
Montgomery County. 
Authorities said Maryann had 
been 
raped. 
Her doming had 
been tom off and cryptic letters 
scrawled with lipstick across her 
exposed flesh. 
Smith was convicted of the hid­ 
eous crime on Sept. 2, 1960. His 
execution was delayed time after 
time as Smith s attorneys pursued 
all avenues of appeal.
